Skeletons of Extinct Bird. 
Of tile ten known existing skeletons 
of the great auk iii tin world, the 
United States i,*- tin* only country pos­ 
sessing two. Grouter Boston has these, 
one being in tie* museum of the Bos­ 
ton Society of .Natural History and 
iii** other lr. the H arvard university 
inns* nm. 
The Boston museum contains also 
an egg of this extinct bird. In view 
of tin* fact that ti single egg has 
brought ti" high its $335, this is con­ 
sidered a most valuable relic. 
This flightless sea-bird formerly was 
dis!ributed along th** northern coast 
and islands of North America. In its 
coat of sober coloring with a vest of 
sn 
y white it resembled nothing so 
much as a short man in evening dress. 
Since it was flightless, tin* bird was 
easily exterm inated, the natives relish­ 
ing It as a food. 
It probably was 
wholly exterm inated by I s m . 
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Havana's High-Sounding Name. 
The full name of the capital of 
Cuba is Sen Christobal de la litihjtna. 
In 1834 a royal decree conferred upon 
the city the sounding title, “Lhive tie! 
Nuevo Mondo y Antemural de las In­ 
dios 
Occklen tales,” 
which 
signifies 
"Key of th** New World and Bulwark 
of th** West Indies.” 
In emphasis, 
th** coat-of-arms of the municipality 
hears a symbolic key and representa­ 
tions of th** fortresses of Morro, Punta 
and Fuerza. 
In 1650 th** city rose to be the com­ 
mercial center of the Spanish-Ameri­ 
can possessions, and th** principal r**n- 
dizvous of the royal fleets that cur­ 
ried on the trade monopoly between 
Spain and America. 


F irst M alleab le P latin u m . 
The first veritable platinum ingot 
was mad** by a French chemist, Ch* 
batteau, in 1783. Chariest 111 of Spain 
bad called him to Madrid and created 
a special chair of ralnendogy, physics 
and chem istry for him. 
In his labora­ 
tory he found the secret of rendering 
the new metal malleable, aud this Is 
th** way he revealed the fact to one 
of his patrons:
